purport). 

With a view to afford additional facilities to the travelling public it has 
been decided that the minimum seating capacity in stage carriages should be 
revised . In order to ensure the interest of travelling public it is essential to 
insist that themaximum number of seats possible according to the availability 
of space is provided . This amendment is intended to achieve the above object. 
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
